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A BROKEN WATER BRAKE. 

A Freight Train's Flying Trip Down 
a Mountain—Ranning on One Kail 
Around the Curves.

The most hair-raising episode that 


ever happened to a New Mexican 
mountain railway train fell to the lot 
of Conductor Blessingham, Thursday 
afternoon ut 3 o'lock on the west slope 
of Glorietta summit. The train com- 
prised nearly thirty loads, and as it 
entered upon the descent Jake Brown, 
the engineer, threw on the water- 
brake, but. found that it was broken 
and would not work. The train gained 
momentum to such a frightful extent 
that the switch cnbles and hooks lying 
on the pilot base in front were buried 
from their places into the air, break- 
ing one of the locomotive's guard rails. 
Brown called for brakes, but the train 
men had already set every one and 
realized that the train was beyoad 
their control. Seeing that nothing 
could be done to stop the mad course 
the train was run Brown jumped 
from the cab while going at the fright- 
ful rate of sixty miles an hour and 
landed seventy-two feet distant, actual 
measurement. . 1 
Blessingham, who was in e 
caboose, with Pawnee Charley and 
wife as passengers, fearing that the 
train was going to destruction, cut 
his way car loose and checked it with 
the brakes, while the train continued 
its velocity down the long grade. The 
fireman stood at his post like a hero, 
and, while the engive was plunging 
down the flight at a giddy speed, he 
crawled out on the footboard and 
poked sund through the sand-box, 
thinki that it might assist the 
wheels in getting a grip upon the rails. 
As the train sped around Material 
curve, which is short and steep,” the 
velocity was so great that the locomo- 
tive ran on one rail and overbalanced 
80 greatly that it came within an ace 
of losing its equilibrium, The brake- 
men on deck were obliged to lie flat 
aod cling to the running-boards for 
safety. For six miles those badly 
frightened men stuck to the ship and 
faced the horrors of death. low 
Oonocito is a natural basin, with three 
miles of level track, and it was on this 
the runaway train was mas- 
tered and Some of the cara 
were laden with iron for the front, but 
they were unloaded before the train 
— 1 by the material being burled 
in all directions. Just how the train 
held to the rails as well it did is a 


mystery.

New York, March 11.

CRIME IN MAINE. 


A Pental That it Has Increased Under 
the Liquor Law. 


From the Lewiston Journal. 


Nos it is true that crime in Maine 

greatly increased immmediately 
after the war.-—just as it did in all the 
license States. That is always one 
effect of war. But crime has not in- 
creased in Maine during the past fifteen 
years of enforced prohibition, but on 
the contréry has decreased—a fact 
that cannot be stated of most other 
States. In 1866—the year immediatec- 
ly following the war—there were 104 
sentences to the Maine State Prison, 
and 94 sentences to jails for crimes ot 
violence. From that time forward— 
as the influence of enforced prohibi- 
tion had opportunity to work—the 
sentences fell off. From 1867 to 1869 
the average yearly sentences were, to 
State Prison only 64, and 83 to jail for 
crimes of violence; from 1869 to 1878 
the average was only 58 to prison, and

(exclusive of sentence for liquor selling) 
70 to jail; and last year the number 
sentenced to prison was 60; and as the 
whole number of committals to jail fell 
off from the year before, probably the 
sentences for crimes of violence to jails 
also decreased, although the records 
are not distinct on this point.

Soap and Scissors in Ohio Legislation. 


That the Legislature of Ohio is a 
very hard-working body is shown by 
the quantity of stationers’ materials 
used by the ‘servants of the people. In 
a single month tlie Senate, which has 
thirty-seven members, had to be sup- 
plied by the Secretary of State with 
151 pairs of scissors, 229 memorandum 
books and diaries, 487 peoknives, and 
348 cakes of soap. In addition to this, 
they usedto clean up large quantities 
of paper, ink, pens, pencils, and other 
similar implements of intellectual in- 
dustry, or each Senator, on an 
average, to wear out, fill up, or con- 
sume for lavatory purposes, in one 
month, four pairs of scissors, a dozen 
penknives, six diaries, and nine pieces 
of perfumed soap, is a splendid ex- 
hibit. The Assembly can only show 
a consumption of 446 penknives, 300 

irs of scissors, and 769 note books. 

a More numerous body than the 
Senate, this is by comparison a beg- 
garly showing, and somebody ought 
to stir the Assemblymen up.
